IN ONTARIO RAISED 
10 TO 20 PER CENT

Increase of 10 to 20 per cent in 
Ontario and 25 per cent in Quebec for 
public Hability insurance Was  an- 
nounced recently by the Canadian Un. 
derwriters Association. The mew rates 
for motor car owners are effective 
for 1938 on renewals and new policies. 

The Association said the increase 
war due entirely to the “ever-increas- 
ing” number of motor car accidents 
in the two provinces. Ontario had 40 
per cent more highway fatalities last 
vear than in 1936 and “latest figures 
for Quebec indicate the fina] result 
for 1937 will be much the same there.” 

In the districts of Toronto, Hamil- 
ton, Windsor and Niagara Falls, rates 
for public Nability insurance are in- 
creased 10 per cent. Deductible col- 
lision rates are reduced 12 1-2 per 
cent on some types of cars, due to 
their favorable record and are un- - 
changed on the rest. 

In cities such as Kingston, London 
and Ottawa, public lability rates are 
increased 20 per cent. Rates for $25 
and $50 deductible collision are  in- 
creased 12 1-2 per cent. 

Public Hability rates are increased 
20 per cent and rates for $50 deduct- 
ible collision are increased the same 
amount in cities, towns such as Bar- 
rie, Cornwall, Galt and Sarnia. In the 
rural districts of Southern Ontario, 
public Hability rates are increased 10 
per cent and rates for $25 and $50 de- 
ductible collision increased 20 per 
cent.

gave out, Joe Grenon was in hospital 
at Rouyn, Quebec, Tuesday under 
treatment for serious abdominal in- 
juries suffered when a tree he was 
cutting a month ago snapped and 
struck him in the stomach. 

For a month after Grenon, care- 
taker at the Idle Quemartic Mine, 
dragged himSelf back to his shack, 
he half staggered and crawled about, 
cutting wood for fire, to cook his 
meals.

Investigation completed into four 
deaths which wiped out an Edmonton 
family, police reported that Samuel 
Schultz, 41-year-old. retired butcher, 
killed his wife and two children, pos- 
sibly during a fit of despondency, and 
committed suicide immediately after 
by inhaling carbon monoxide gas.

The Minister said grants would be 
paid under agreements covering the 
last quarter of thé fiscal year, April 
1—March 31, 1937-38, and that “no, 
change will be made in the grants 4s 
set out in agreements now before the. 
provincial governments.” 

They would be paid within the 
terms of those agreements and “not 
otherwise,” he insisted. 

In a press communique the Labor 

Minister replied to this resolution 
passed at the Ontario Mayors’ meet- 
¢: 
“Bt it resolved that thig association 
of Mayors place itself on record as 
insisting that the Federal Government 
immediately revise the grants-in-aid 
to the Province to equal at least 40 
per cent of relief expenditures, in On- 
tario, failing the granting of which 
we hereby serve notice that, as Our 
ratepayers are taxed to the point of 
confiscation, expenditures will be ad- 
justed to conform with municipal re- 
venues and the onus for such action 
will be placed at the door of the Do- 
minion government.” 

The Minister reiterated his  re- 
fusal of February 15th to increase the 
Ontario grant of $465,000 monthly for 
the last three months of the fiscal 
year. 

It was recalled new agreements 
governing grants-in-aid were sent to 
the Provinces previously and that 
many of the Provinces have not re- 
turned them. 


The Minister's statement drew at-, 


tention to an improved employment 
situation and said because Dominion 
was under a federal constitution the 
government must exercise impartial- 
ity in making grants and declared the 
administration had no blank cheque 
for such grants. 

Parliament voted $19,500,000 for 
grants during the current fiscal year 
he said, and the government had 
sought to allocate the amount fairly. 

One Province, he said, without nam. 
ing it, now sought an immediate in- 
crease in its grants, making the de- 
mand despite the fact it “is in an ex- 
cellent position financially and quite 
able to assist the needy municipal- 
ities.”

- fhealth and it Neither 
will he fail to include a suitable min- 
eral supplement in the feed, so that 
the birds may be. protected against 
deficiency diseases which are respon- 
aible for rickets, crooked breast- 
bones, sterile eggs and lowered vit- 
ality generally. 
* Whether the fow] be engaged prim- 
arily in the laying of eggs or in lay- 
ing on flesh for the table, thay sup- 
ply a by-product which merits more 
attention than it usually receives. 
Poultry manure, richest of all natural 
manures, is the by-product meant, 
and surely it is worth conserving and 
using in preference to sheep manure, 
an inferior product which, in dried 
form, is imported to Canada in large 
quantities applied to lawns, chief- 
ly by ‘olk who may have exag- 
gerated notions of its efficacy. 

Theré are already many poultry- 
men, says B. Leslie Emslie, who have 
adopted the practice of using a gran- 
ular phosphate in their poultry bouses, 
scattering the material daily on the 
dropping boards or in the pits under 
the roosts. While some do this prim- 
arily for the purpose of suppressing 
odours, they gre also thereby im- 
proving the vahie of the manure, as
